AS A WILD DUCK TAMED

and appoaches within fifty feet of 
it the duck flies off to the lake to re- 
turn again within five or ten minutes.

Scarlet is also 
growing. The Monkshoods, 
Sconitum, are all useful late summer 
blooming plants, The fiowers are 
blue and shaped like a hood, 

Boccomia, plume poppy and cimi- 
cifuga are tall, handsome plants suit- 
able for the back of large borders. 
They have creamy, white flowers, 
Perennial phlox is one of the most 
useful fall blooming flowers and it 
can be obtained in a great number of 
colors ranging from write to deep 
red and purple. To grow well they 
need good soil and plenty of moisture 
during the growing season, They 
soon exhaust the soil and should be 
dug out and divided every few years. 
This rule also applies to perennial 
asters or Michaelmas daisies as they 
are sometimes called, There are thyps 
different sections of these which 
should be in every border. Aster 
amellus, such as King George and 
Queen Mary, grow about 2 feet and 
bloom in July and August. 

Aster Novae angliae, the New Eng- 
land Aster is very hardy and showey 
and blooms in September.

Cod Liver Oil For Hens 


Makes Them Produce Larger and 
Better Eggs Says Expert 

Give a hen cod liver oil and she will 
lay better eggs, the International 
Baby Chick Association was inform- 
ed at Grand Rapids, Michigan. 

A cod liver oil feeding experiment 
in England was described which re- 
sulted in eggs weighing an ounce 
|more per dozen. To the consumer this} 
extra weight was said to be equal 
to adding one large egg for every two 
dozen in the average market size. 

The report was made by Dr. R. 
T Parkhurst, of the National Oil 
Products Company, Harrison, N.J., 
who performed the feeding tests 
while director of the National Insti- 
tute of Poultry Research, England. 
The hens in that experiment were 
White Leghorns and White Wyan- 
dottes. :

One Exception 

Agricultural experts thumbed record 
books, comparing crop conditions with 
those in past years. This is what 
they found: 

The condition of the Canadian 
wheat crop is the lowest in the 
records of the Dominion Bureau of 
25 = ~syears, 
with the exception of 1931. 

The barley crop is in the same 
position as wheat—the lowest in 25 
years with the exception of 1931. 

The flax and oat crops are the low- 
est in the records of the bureau. 

Only once, in 1914, were Canadian 
pastures in worse condition. 

The crop year 1931 was particular- 
ly bad for Canada because of drouth 
conditions throughout the southern, 
growing areas of the prairies, par-| 
ticularly Saskatchewan. ‘This year 
drouth and heat, reinforced by! 
plagues of grasshoppers, have taken ; 
a toll of millions of dollars. Dry 
|weather this year extended from 
| Quebec westward to the Pacific coast.

Animals Now Given One “Free Day” 
Each Week 

Every dog has his day—but now 
it’s Old Dobbin’s turn. 

There are 30,000 equines in Moscow 
and they are poorly fed, badly cared 
for, and abominably treated, even 
though drivers caught beating or 
otherwise maltreating their horses 
lose their driving licenses and food 
carts and are liable to prison sen- 
tences, 

The plan of the transport depart- 
the Moscow Soviet has taken steps to 
remedy this distressing state of af- 
fairs, It has decreed that each horse 
shall enjoy a “free day’’ every sixth 
day, just as the human being is per- 
mitted to do in the U.S.S.R. Thus

Maintaining The Liberties Of The 
British People and Working For 


World Peace 
Its first duty is to itself, but the 


British Commonwealth of Nations 


nevertheless has the additional duty. 


of throwing the weight of its influ- 
ence into the balance in favor of 
world peace, Sir Herbert Samuel, 
leader of the British parliamentary 
Liberal party and head of the United 
Kingdom delegation to the conference 
of the Institute of Pacific Relations 
at Banff, told the Montreal Canadian 
Club in an address entitled, “The 
British Commonwealth and the World 
Crisis.’’ 

The main portion of Sir Hubert's 
address centred around his concep- 
tion of the four main duties of the 
Empire, as follows: First, to secure 
and maintain order and _ stability 
within its component parts; second, 
to unite to set commerce free; third, 
the duty of maintaining the liberties 
of the British peoples whatever other 
countries might do in the direction 
of “authoritarian government”; an 
fourth, to throw in its weight in favor 
of world peace. 

I suggest to you,” he said, ‘that our 
chief duty to ourselves and to the 
world is to maintain our own stabil- 
ity and our own efficiency. Just as 

, with each man it is his duty to main- 
tain himself physically fit and men- 
_ tally efficient, so in the nations and 
groups of nations it is their prime 
duty to maintain order, stability, effi- 
ciency and financial soundness and 
that is what the British Common- 
wealth is seeking, successfully on the 
whole to achieve. 

“Let other countries, if they must, 
fall into economic collapse or into 
political revolution. We are deter- 
ined to have neither. To that every- 
thing else is secondary. 

The World Economic Conference, 
he continued, had ended in ‘‘substan- 
tial failure’ That was not sufficient 
reason, however, for adopting a de- 
featist attitude. “On the contrary I 
believe all governments in the British 
Commonwealth should take a leading 
part in endeavoring to make what- 
ever regional arrangements they can 
to diminish restrictions, increase 
trade, stabilize currencies. and set 
commerce free,”

War. A book has even appeared with 
that title. But what we know as the 
World War was not the first one. 
There is at lcast one other schich de- 
serves the title even more, if that 
be possible—a war which in its effects 
dwarfs even the gigantic struggle of 
our own day, That, of course, is the 
Seven Years’ War of 1756 to 1763, 
known on this side of the water as 
the French and Indian War. The fate 
,of the thirteen Colonies, of Canada 
and of India hung in the balance in 
| that mighty combat, Were they to be 
French or English? 

Nor were the important operations 
confined to the Eastern Hemisphere, 
as they were in our World War. On 
the contrary, one of the chief decisive 
actions took place over here—the 
battle of Quebec, In number of men, 
amount of ammunition, cost in money 
and life—in a word, in everything 
which can he reckoned mathematical- 
ly—our World War naturally holds 
the record. Being the first thing of 
its kind since the invention of the 


steam engine, it inevitably would. But 


in importance of result in both hemi 
spheres it must yield to its cighteenth- 
century predecessor which caused the 
transfer of Canada and India from 
France to Great Britain and started 
Germany on the road to power. 

| It was of this war that Macaulay, 
referring to Frederick's seizure of Si- 
lesia and thus making the famous 
Pragmatic Sanction a mere scrap of 
paper, penned one of his most strik- 
ing passages: 

“The whole world sprang to arms. 
On the head of Frederic is all the 
blood which was shed in a war which 
raged during many years and in every 
quarter of the globe. . . The evils

“There are three fully grown bird

M. Mousley, bird expert at Mec- 
Gill University, points out that while 
white swallows are not unknown, it is 
phenomenal that the entire brood of 
two swallows apparently normal 
should be albinos. 

“The finding of a nest of white 
swallows,” he said, “is extremely im- 
portant in research work or ornith- 
ology and genetics. I intend to fol- 
low up the matter immediately.” 

If it is true that the entire brood 
are pure albinos and that the parent 
birds are normally pigmented, the 
finding, it is pointed out, will cause 
heated discussion among savants in 
the field of heredity, for such a dis- 
covery seemingly transgresses the 
known laws of heredity. The natural 
condition would be to find the brood 
mixed, some showing signs of albin- 
ism and others being normal. 


Moisture Conservation 


Policy Of Cutting Down 
Instead Of Planting Them 


We have been penny-wise, pound 
foolish in western Canada. We have 
worked at drainage, to bring little 
tracts of land under cultivation for 
our needs, when what we really need- 
ed was to work as hard as we couid 
at the conservation of the available 
moisture. And we have cut down 
trees for firewood when we should 
have been planting them in hundreds 
of millions. 

The most enlightened project in 
the United States today is the re- 
forestation plan on which the un- 
employed are being put to work. 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta 
should be working on the same lines, 
to the limit o ftheir resources. 

The single unemplozed men’s 
camps in western Canada are mainly 
employed in cutting down trees, 
clearing national parks, and so forth. 
They would be much better employed 
in planting trees, over large areas, in 
the southern farming section, and in 
building dams on the South Saskatch- 
ewan and other rivers to create re- 
servoirs for subsoil moisture.—Winni- 
peg Tribune.
